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CASH-strapped Harlow Council is 
poised to sell off some of its most pop¬ 
ular services under radical new plans 
to slash overheads ahead of next year’s 
budget. 

In a move described as a “fire sale” by oppo¬ 
sition councillors, the Conservative-run 
authority is seeking new partners to take over 
the running of Harlow Playhouse, Pets’ Corner, 
The Museum of Harlow, Parndon Wood Nature 
Reserve, The Gibberd Gallery, the paddling 
pools and the Town Park Showground and 
Bandstand in the biggest shake-up of service 
provision in decades. 

The council could save around £ 1.3m a year 
by offloading the discretionary services, which 
it is not legally obliged to provide. It also plans 
to set up a ‘Big Society fund’ to offer financial 
incentives to prospective partners from the vol¬ 
untary sector. 

The administration has described its plan as 
the only way to secure the long-term future of 
each attraction in the face of further public 
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spending cuts. 

Joel Charles, portfolio holder for communi¬ 
ty and citizenship, told the Star the council 
would be keeping an “open mind” when con¬ 
sidering bids from interested parties but would 
insist on the retention of each service in some 
form as part of any deal struck. 

“The council understands that these are 
cherished services and we want to do every¬ 
thing we can to ensure their long-term future is 
secure in the face of unprecedented financial 
pressures,” he said. 

“Fundamentally we are looking for innova¬ 
tive and radical proposals from both private 
and voluntary organisations. Of course we 
understand that new providers will want to run 
these services in a different way. 

“We are committed to keeping an open mind

when considering expressions of 
interest, but we will also stipulate 
that any deal must include the 
retention of a given service in 
some form.” 

He added: “The wider volun¬ 
tary, community and business 
sectors know how to run services 
efficiently and may be able to 
access grants and funding at a 
time when council finances are 
being scaled back,” he added. 

But Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson blasted the plans as 
destructive, arguing the Tories 
were effectively “putting Harlow 
up for sale”. 

“Harlow used to be the envy of 
so many towns for the equality 
and variety of the discretionary 
services it offered but the Tories 
have once again proved them¬ 
selves intent on selling off our 
most prized assets to the highest 
bidder. 

“They seem to want to destroy 
everything that successive Lab¬ 


our councils have worked so hard 
to build up in Harlow over the 
past 40 years - it’s absolutely dis¬ 
graceful. 

“They are hiding behind then- 
buzzword of ‘Big Society’ by 
inviting voluntary groups to help 
run these services but thanks to 
the Tory-led Government most of 
these groups barely have two 
pennies to rub together these 
days, leaving the only realistic 
outcome for this process to be 
complete privatisation or com¬ 
plete closure.” 

Councillor John Strachan, 


leader of the council’s Liberal 
Democrat group, said: “We all 
know that money needs to be 
saved but there are plenty of 
other ways of doing it without 
selling off some of the town’s 
most prized assets. 

“I can see most, if not all, of 
these services closing. If the 
council thinks that other organi¬ 
sations can make them financial¬ 
ly viable, why haven't they tried 
doing it themselves? 

“Selling these services off in a 
quick fire sale is incredibly short¬ 
sighted. After all, you only have a 


fixed number of assets and once 
they’re gone where’s the money 
going to come from then?”

THE director of a Harlow-based per¬ 
forming arts charity said she was 
“overwhelmed” by the public response 
to its appeal for votes to reach the final 
of the 2011 National Lottery Awards.

Police attended the scene 
shortly afterwards and set up a 
cordon around the area as 
forensics teams worked through 
the night and the following 
morning to collect evidence.

the body, which has yet to be 
identified, appeared to have 
been in the woodland for “some 
time” before being discovered.

A FORMER head girl of St Mark’s 
School is preparing for a gruelling 
12,000-mile bike ride across the deserts 
and mountains of Africa to raise 
£100,000 for street children. 

Loretta White (30), her husband Craig (34) and 
five friends plan to cycle from London to Cape 
Town, a trek which will see them passing 
through 30 different countries across Europe, 
the Middle East and Africa. 

Loretta was born and brought up in Harlow and 
her parents, William and Linda, and brother 
Michael still live in the town.

“It is about giving these children a second 
chance,” said Loretta. “Through no fault of their 
own they have fallen on hard times, so hopefully 
with our help we can get them back into school 
and into a safe environment. 

The ride will be fully funded by the team.

The group is also hoping to recruit riders to join 
them for the first 58 miles of the trip from 
London to Brighton to raise extra funds for the 
cause. 

“We are hoping to get 100 extra people to join 
us on the first day,” said Loretta. “It is a really 
nice, pretty ride from London to Brighton and 
no matter what your fitness anyone can take 
part. 

“It isn’t a competitive thing. It is about having 
fun whilst raising money for a great cause.”

Schools shut by 
pensions protest 


AT least 14 Harlow schools are 
expected to be closed today (Thu¬ 
rsday) and a further nine have 
regular teaching schedules dis¬ 
rupted as staff join a national 
strike over changes to their pen¬ 
sions. 

Members of the National Union of 
Teachers and the Association of Teach¬ 
ers and Lecturers are protesting against 
new Government proposals which they 
claim will force them to work for longer 
and pay more into their pensions for 
reduced benefits at the end of their 
careers. 

Primary schools that will be shut are 
Broadfields, The Downs, Hare Street, 
Henry Moore, St James, Latton Green, 
Little Pamdon, Tany’s Dell, Jerounds 
Junior and both The Spinney and 
William Martin infant and junior 
schools. 

Of the town’s six secondaries, only 
Burnt Mill will close although Mark Hall 
will open for new Year Six intakes only. 

At the time of going to press, 
Abbotsweld, Kingsmoor, Longwood, 
Purford Green and St Luke’s primary 
schools, Passmores secondary and 
Harlow College confirmed they would 
remain open despite some staff members 
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joining the industrial action. Milwards 
School will be open for all but one class. 

Murray Sackwild, general secretary 
of the Harlow and Epping Forest branch 
of the NUT, said: “Teachers take no 
pleasure in taking strike action but one 
day of missed education has to be meas¬ 
ured against the potential of years of 
damaged education if teachers are 
forced to work until they are 68. 

“Teachers across the region have 
accepted a total pay freeze for two years 
and the teachers’ pension scheme was 
completely revised in 2007 to make it 
financially sustainable. But legislation 
that will force them to pay a lot more for 
their already expensive pensions, work 
until they are 68 and receive a lot less 
when they retire is simply immoral.” 

But Stephen Castle, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for education, 
said: “It is extremely disappointing that 
children’s education could suffer 
because of strikes forcing some schools 
to close,” he said. 

“This unwarranted course of action is 
disruptive to parents and children’s edu¬ 
cation.”

During the trial the jury was told 
Kamram had approached the two 
girls - aged 12 and 13 - and offered 
them £5 each for sex. The girls ran 


to a public toilet where they told a 
cleaner what had happened and 
security were called. 

When Kamram was arrested the 
following month he was wearing 
the same clothes as described to 
police by the girls. 

Kamram, who lives in Wembley, 
denied the charges. He claimed he 
had not been in Harlow on that day 
and said it was a case of mistaken 
identity. 

Releasing him on bail pending 
pre-sentence reports, judge 
Christopher Ball warned Kamram 
all options were open, meaning he 
could be sent to prison when he 
returns to court on August 1.

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Minister to decide 
fate of 'zone' plan

AMBITIOUS plans to turn Harlow 
into an enterprise zone are one step 
closer to winning Government back¬ 
ing after making it through to the next 
round of the selection process. 

Last week the Star reported how propos¬ 
als for the creation of a sprawling 126-acre 
‘silicon valley’ in the heart of the town’s 
industrial area had been submitted to the 
regional Local Enterprise Partnership for 
consideration. 

On Thursday the partnership, which cov¬ 
ers Essex, East Sussex, Kent, Medway, 
Southend and Thurrock, announced the 
Harlow bid drawn up by Harlow Council, 
Essex County Council and private sector-led 
group West Essex Alliance was one of two to 
have been selected for further scrutiny. 

It will now be passed on to Secretary of 
State for Local Government, Eric Pickles, 
for consideration alongside the partnership’s 
preferred bid - Discovery Park in Sandwich, 
Kent. 

According to the judging panel, the Har¬ 
low scheme was selected for its focus on

supporting small and medium sized busi¬ 
nesses in the medical technology and 
advanced manufacturing sectors, both of 
which are vital to Harlow’s existing econo¬ 
my. 

The proposals also won support for clear¬ 
ly demonstrating how thousands of new jobs 
could be generated across the zone, which 
would incorporate a 57-acre mixed-use site 
off London Road and a 69-acre industrial 
area covering the north-eastern corner of 


Templefields. 

Russell Perrin, Harlow Council’s portfolio 
holder for regeneration and enterprise, 
described the bid’s selection as “great news 
for the town”. 

He added: “The LEP’s decision to put 
Harlow forward as a second enterprise zone 
is a huge vote of confidence in Harlow as a 
business location and an area with fantastic 
investment potential. 

“We are now working hard on extra areas 
of detail on our application. We’re confident 
that, with the LEP’s backing, the Govern¬ 
ment will see the strength of our applica¬ 
tion.” 

Harlow MP Rob Halfon added: “There is 
still a long way to go but it’s great news that 
the proposals have made it through to the 
next stage. 

“To get this far is testament to Harlow’s 
strengths and to the incredible hard work 
that has been put into this bid by Harlow 
Council, Essex County Council and the West 
Essex Alliance. 

“This is what the Localism Bill is all 
about; genuine communities coming togeth¬ 
er to fight for a better deal. To reach this 
stage in the process is proof that Harlow is 
open for business.”

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Storm in a coffee 
cup over decision 
to axe Starbucks 


ANGRY shoppers have threatened to 
boycott Sainsbury’s after the super¬ 
market giant announced plans to re¬ 
place a popular Starbuck’s coffee 
shop located inside its Harlow store 
with an own-brand cafe.

A Sainsbury’s spokesman moved to reas¬ 
sure angry customers that Starbucks staff 
would be offered roles at the new cafe when 
it opens later this year. 

“We appreciate that some of our cus¬ 
tomers are disappointed with this decision 
but we are sure that they will all enjoy the 
new Sainsbury’s cafe,” he added. 

“The new cafe will serve great quality hot 
and cold food and drink, all at Sainsbury’s 
competitive prices in a friendly, welcoming 
environment.” 

A Starbucks spokeswoman thanked the 
cafe’s regular customers for their support, 
adding that the firm had no option but to 
close the coffee shop. 

“We’re working closely with the store 
team to redeploy our employees in the area,” 
she added. “We’re very grateful for the local 
support and we hope to be able to return to 
the town at some point in the future.”

I T may have been a cold 
and wet summer’s day, but 
there was a warm 
reception for film fans who 
turned up to the opening of 
the Regal Cinema in August 
1952. 


Hundreds of people smiled and 
waved through the rain as they 
queued around the picture 
palace designed by Harlow’s 
masterplanner Sir Frederick 
Gibberd and created from a 
converted warehouse on the 
Templefields industrial 
estate. 


Although the opening film 
was the classic Battle of 
Britain epic Angels One 
Five, it wasn’t the only 
thing the crowds were eager 
to see. 


For the Regal was no ordinary 
theatre and this was no ordinary 
opening. It was the first cinema to 
be built in Britain since the war and 
aimed to incorporate everything that 
came with a triumphant post-war 
nation. 


Fortunately for Harlow residents this 
included the presence of major 
British film stars Diane Hart and 
Guy Middleton who had agreed to 
give the launch some showbiz 
glamour.

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Roundabout is a road hazard 

SIR, As a motorist I’d like to raise my concerns over the 
‘hamburger’ roundabout in Southern Way which has cost 
Essex County Council £9.9m to fund at a time when the 
public sector is going on strike, homeowners are cutting 
budgets and there are pot holes on nearly every road in 
Harlow and rest of Britain. 

Since the relatively recent completion of the roundabout I 
have personally witnessed the aftermath of five accidents 
whilst using the A414 to get into and out of Harlow. Last 
Tuesday evening there was yet another incident, this time 
involving three vehicles. 

It is something to be thankful for that there seem not to 
been any fatalities, but under the current system how long 
can this last? 

Although the scheme has been designed to help the flow 
of traffic in the area, the lack of clear warning signs and 
the timings of the lights seem to be the main problem. 

At the moment, whilst travelling on the A414 into Harlow 
the lights stop cars in the middle of the roundabout whilst 
allowing the traffic on Southern Way to go. If you do not 
react to the lights quickly enough or take a chance on an 
amber light you run a higher risk than usual of an 
accident. 

With every problem there is a solution and that is where 
the Star readers can play an important role in campaigning 
for better signposting on the approach to the roundabout 
and on the roundabout itself. A review of the timing of the 
lights is needed to allow cars to leave the roundabout 
before the next set of lights goes green. 

Having spent as much as has been done on this project, 
the county council can surely invest a little time to ensure 
that the roundabout is safe.

Why I cycle in the bus lanes 

SIR, Recently the Star published two letters in one week 
about cycling which, despite the gentle moans that they 
contained, must be a good sign. All publicity is good 
publicity we are told. 

I would agree with Graham Perry about the disjointed 
nature of the cycle track along Southern Way and I can 
assure him that cycling groups in Harlow did press for a 
complete link. In the end it was budget constraints that 
prevented the obvious solution. 

However, the county council has rebuilt the bridle way 
from Tye Green to Barnmead which is a useful link to 
Southern Way and the cycle network. 

The correspondent who complains that cyclists are 
permitted to ride in the bus lane on First Avenue echoed 
my own initial thoughts on the subject when the design 
was first shown to me. I told the highway engineers that I 
thought it a bad idea and that they did it to save money by 
not having to provide a dedicated cycle track. 

Subsequently they revised the design, found more money 
and built a continuous, if twisty, cycle track from the town 
centre to Mark Hall School. Despite this I cycle in the 
bus/taxi/motorcycle/cycle lane regularly without any 
apparent problem - no hooting from frustrated drivers - so 
I conclude that my concerns about the design were 
unfounded. 

I suggest your correspondent reserves his ire for those 
adults who ride bikes on the footway, which is both illegal 
and dangerous. After all, cyclists have enjoyed the freedom 
of the highway for much longer than motorists. 

He should also be far more concerned about drivers with 
no licence, no insurance and no MOT as they are far more 
likely to cause death or injury than any errant cyclist. 
Finally, he might like to know that all members of the 
Cyclists Touring Club have third party insurance as part of 
their membership deal.

Charity is having to 
pay the penalty for 
parking restrictions 


SIR, On behalf of the Stort Valley 
branch of the RSPCAI would like 
to complain about the rigid parking 
restrictions at The Stow. 

We have purchased three parking 
permits for the three volunteers 
who cover the clinic the most. We 
also pay the parking costs of the 
rest of the volunteers which pulls 
money away from our prime 
objective of helping animals. 

On top of this, our branch has had 
to cover the cost of parking fines 
which are due to the stringent 
loading/unloading restrictions at the 
back of our premises. 

Sainsbury’s kindly allow us to have 
a pet food collection box in their 
store. This is emptied on a weekly 
basis and we usually collect two 
large trays of food which is stored at 
our clinic. As this food is heavy we 
need to stop for a few minutes to 
unload the food from a car. Big 
lorries unload in the bay reserved 
for our permit cars and nothing is 
said, rightly so, as The Stow is a 
commercial area and they have to 
unload goods to the shops. 

One day last month I received a call 
from a member of the public who 
had found a stray kitten in a box 
near some bins in Old Harlow. I 
asked her to bring the kitten into 
the clinic and then contacted our 
fosterer. This lady and her daughter 
work tirelessly, free of charge, to 
look after more than 15 cats and 
kittens. 


When they arrived to pick up the 
kitten she parked in the car park 
with the free one-hour ticket. We 
checked the kitten over and when 
our fosterer was ready to leave she 
went to get her car to load some cat 
food into the back. She was there no 
more than four minutes and 
received a ticket. 

I wrote to see if the fine could be 
waived as it was unrealistic to 
expect women to carry heavy trays 
of cat food but I was told that 
would not happen. It was suggested 
I put the food into smaller loads, 
but this would entail using plastic 
bags which are not environmentally 
friendly instead of cardboard trays 
which are recyclable. 

David Cameron wants a big society 
with people volunteering their time. 
This we are achieving but we 
cannot expect it to cost people 
parking fines and so our branch 
funds have to cover it. 

We provide a valuable service to the 
local community. Every year we see 
around 1,500 animals whose owners 
are either pensioners or are on a 
low income. We also assist the 
council in dealing with abandoned 
animals or animals left after 
eviction from council properties. 
Sooner or later we will have had 
enough and shut down which would 
be a great shame for our clients.

Keep an eye out 
lor early signs of 
health problems 


D ID you know that 1.8 million 
people in the UK are living 
with sight loss? Yet for more 
than half of them a simple sight test 
and new spectacles could really help. 
It’s easy to neglect your eyes because they 
rarely hurt when there is a problem. 
Having an eye test won’t only tell you if 
you need new glasses or a change of 
prescription, it is also an important eye 
health check. 

It can spot many general health problems 
and early signs of eye conditions before 
you’re even aware of any symptoms. And 
many of them can be treated if found early 
enough. 

Anyone can develop sight problems but 
some people have a higher risk of eye 
disease. It’s especially important to have 
regular eye tests if you are: 

0 above 60 years old. 

0 from certain ethnic groups. For 
example, people from African-Caribbean 



communities are at greater risk of 
developing glaucoma and diabetes while 
people from south Asian communities are 
at a greater risk of developing diabetes. 

0 from a family with a history of eye 
disease 

Smokers are much more likely to develop 
age-related macular degeneration (a 
progressive disease of the retina wherein 
the light-sensing cells in the central area 
of vision - the macula - stop working ) 
and cataracts compared to non-smokers. 


While it might seem odd that exercise can 
help the eyes, it can be important. 

Research shows that exercise may reduce 
the risk of sight loss which can occur from 
high blood pressure, diabetes and 
narrowing or hardening of the arteries. 

A healthy balanced diet with a wide 
variety of fruit and vegetables will benefit 
your overall health and may help to keep 
the retina healthy. 

Heavy alcohol consumption is associated 
with an increased risk of early age-related 
macular degeneration. The recommended 
daily alcohol limits are three-four units for 
men and two-three units for women. 
Finally, never look at the sun directly even 
when something exciting is happening, 
such as an eclipse. Doing so can cause 
irreversible damage to your eyesight and 
even lead to blindness. Several studies 
also suggest that sunlight exposure is a 
risk factor for cataracts.

Why men pay the price 
for avoiding their GPs 


BRITISH men are paying the 
price for neglecting their health 
with more than 100,000 
premature deaths every year. 

On average, men go to their GP 
half as often as women. But it’s 
important to be aware of changes 
to your health and to see your 
GP immediately if you notice 
something that’s not right. 
»Testicular cancer This is the 
most common cancer in men 
aged 20-35. Nearly 2,000 men are 
diagnosed with testicular cancer 
each year in the UK and regular 
self-examination is 
recommended. 

If you notice a lump or 
abnormality in your testicles, 
first see your GP. Most testicular 
lumps are not cancerous but it is 
essential to have the abnormality 
checked. 

»Moles Check moles regularly 
and be aware of any change in 
colour or shape or if they start 
bleeding. Most changes are 
harmless and are due to a non- 
cancerous increase of pigment 
cells in the skin. 

See your GP if a mole looks 
unusual or becomes itchy. It can 
then be checked and removed if 
necessary. 

»Feeling depressed If you’re 
depressed you often lose interest 
in things you used to enjoy. If 
you’ve been having feelings of 
extreme sadness, contact your 
GP. 


Depression is a real illness with 
real effects on your work, social 
and family life. Treatment 
usually involves a combination of 
self help, talking therapies and 
drugs. 

Depression is more common in 
women but men are far more 
likely to commit suicide. This 
may be because men are more 
reluctant to seek help. 

»Trouble urinating When the 
prostate is enlarged it can press 
on the tube that carries urine 
from the bladder and make it 
hard to pass urine. This can be a 
sign of prostate disease, including 
cancer. 

Prostate cancer is the most 
common cancer in men in the 
UK, with more than 30,000 men 
diagnosed annually. 

Other symptoms include pain or 
burning when you pass urine and 
frequently waking up in the night 
to go to the toilet. If you have any 
of these symptoms, see your GP. 
»lmpotence Most men have 
impotence at some time in their 
life. See your GP if the problems 
persist for several weeks. 
Generally, lifestyle changes such 
as losing weight and exercise can 
correct the problem. Your GP is 
likely to assess your general 
health as impotence (erectile 
dysfunction) can be a sign of 
more serious conditions such as 
heart disease, diabetes or high 
blood pressure.

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Penguin 


A YOUNG penguin has ended up 
3,000 kilometres from home 
after taking a wrong turn while 
out hunting for food. 

In a tale that bears an uncanny resemblance 
to the 2006 children’s film Happy Feet, the 
penguin swam ashore on New Zealand’s 
Peka-Peka beach after getting lost navigating 


the icy waters surrounding its Antarctic 
homeland. 


Local woman Christine Wilton was the first to 
spot the unexpected visitor while out walking 
her dog along the coastline. 

“It was like someone had dropped it out of 
the sky,” she told reporters. “It was this 
glistening white thing standing up on the 
sand and I thought I was seeing things.” 

It is the first official sighting of an Emperor 
penguin in New Zealand for more than 44 
years and once news got out hundreds of 
people flocked to the beach to catch a 
glimpse of the flightless bird. 

It appears to be well-fed and in good health 
despite its month-long journey - although it 
seems to have mistaken the wet sand for 
snow, which penguins will eat as a source of 
water. 


Experts believe the penguin, which is around 
10 months old and 80cm tall, may have got 
lost while out hunting for squid and krill. 
Emperor penguins can spend months at a 
time in the sea, only coming ashore to molt 
or rest, so the bird is in no immediate 
danger. 

However, it will eventually have to make its 
own way back to Antarctica when summer 
arrives as it will become too hot for the 
pqgg^in tojjrvive.

Players looking east 
at a time of turmoil

AS the dust begins to settle following 
the Arab spring, Moot House Players’ 
provocative new production promises 
to provide timely comment on the 
political upheaval currently sweeping 
through the Middle East. 

Opening at Moot Hall in The Stow next 
Thursday (July 7), The Booty (El Butin) is 
a powerful two-act play written around 
15 years ago by Algerian exiles Hamida 
ait el Hadj and Farid Benour, partly as a 
dark satire on the oppressive Algerian 
Family Code. 

Eloquently reflecting the trials and 
tribulations of women squeezed 


between extremists and a controlling 
government, the play skillfully weaves 
flashes of humour into the disturbing 
story of an elective mute - the Booty (ie, 
the plunder, treasure or spoils of war) - 
living with her mother as the last 
survivors of a butchered family.

Claire Quley plays ‘the booty’, young 
Ghanima who has become an elective 
mute following her terrifying ordeal at 
the hands of government agents, while 
Monica Albinson takes on the role of her 
downtrodden, widowed mother 
Khedouma.

Sonia is played by Bridget McAlpine and 
MHP stalwarts David Albinson, Rosalind 
Baron, Michael Caswell and Dan Powell 
also feature in key roles.

MEGAN Fox may have 
departed the Transformers 
franchise but the rest of the 
cast and director Michael Bay 
return for the explosive third 
chapter in the Transformers 
canon - the first of the series to 
be screened in 3D. 

When the original Transformers 
blasted onto the big screen in 
2007, the big budget remake of the 
‘robots in disguise’ was 
enthusiastically welcomed by 
audiences. 

They flocked in their droves to a 
ridiculously entertaining, action- 
packed romp that balanced digital 
effects with a fairy-tale love story 
and a touching friendship between 
a teenager and his robot protector. 


In 2009, Transformers: Revenge Of 
The Fallen fared even better, 
orchestrating carnage on a grander 
scale as menacing, power-hungry 
Megatron led a Decepticon 
invasion. 

So there is a lot of money and 
expectation riding on the third 
instalment, Transformers: Dark Of 
The Moon , which reveals more 
secrets about the robots and their 
history with the human race. 

In the late 1960s a Cybertronian 
spacecraft crashes on the Moon, 
sparking a race between the 
Americans and the Russians to be 
the first to reach the satellite and 
examine the wreckage.

INDIVIDUALLY, Tom Hanks and Julia 
Roberts are two of the most 
successful actors of their generation.

are a nod to the car’s weight¬ 
saving programme, although 
the deleted audio and climate 
control units can easily be 
added to the car’s specification 
if you so wish. 

Elsewhere, the performance is 
pure Cayman S - and then 
some. The car’s standard-fit 
six-speed manual gearbox is a 
short-shifting device that’s 
hard to beat for accuracy and 
feel. Of course, there's 
Porsche’s optional seven-speed 
PDK box to consider, which 
adds an extra ratio to boost 
economy and refinement at 
motorway speeds. 

It’s also darn quick - quicker 
than you or I - and allows you 
to keep both hands on the 
wheel and utilise the chunky 
steering wheel paddle shifters. 
The Cayman R might be 
something of a specialist tool 
but there’s no questioning its 
abilities. Getting the job done, 
be it a B-road blast or spirited 
track day experience, is the 
name of the game and this 
particular Cayman delivers 
thrills in spades. 

If you know what you’re doing 
the car will surprise and 
delight, but never scare, in 
equal measure. A finely tuned 
machine for everyday use, the 
Cayman R is hard to beat at 
any price. 


I N the world of motoring 
you can never have too 
many Porsches to choose 
from. 

The German firm has been 
particularly industrious of 
late, what with special edition 
911s and expanding its 
Panamera line-up. Thankfully 
it’s also found time to bolster 
its Cayman range. 

For some this coupe is viewed 
as a mini 911, albeit one from a 
decade or two ago. Its more 
focused personality has seen it 
find favour with drivers 
seeking a back-to-basics 
experience but with all the 
electronic and comfort mod 
cons of today for good measure. 
The Cayman is also a good bit 
more affordable than a modern 
day 911, although the gap does 
narrow somewhat when you 
start ticking boxes for the 
various tempting options. 
However, to view the Cayman 
solely as a cheaper alternative 
to the great 911 is to miss the 
point. It’s also a fantastic car in 
its own right. 

This notion has been further 
reinforced by the introduction 
of an ‘R’ model. Following on 
logically from the not too 
shabby ‘S’ model, you could say

the ‘R’ is aimed at the more 
demanding and appreciative of 
the Porsche fan club. 

That might appear to be a very 
narrow section of buyers, but 
don’t forget that 911 GT3, GT3 
RS and GT2 variants boast a 
considerable following despite 
their niche market positioning. 
Granted, the Cayman R isn’t 
supposed to be a mini-me GT3, 
but its specification more than 
hints at the potential for above- 
average thrills even in the 
context of an already quick 
donor car. 

What you get for you money is 
something quite special. The 
Cayman R has lost a little bit of 
weight and gained a few choice 
improvements under the skin 


as well as a few extra 
horsepower. 

The Cayman’s 3.4-litre flat-six 
motor now boasts 330 
horsepower, which is 10 more 
than the ‘S’. It’s already a 
peach of an engine and while 
it’s in its element being 
exercised to the maximum, it’s 
also torquey enough to happily 
trickle through town at low 
revs. 

What makes the Cayman R that 
bit more special is the detailed 
suspension tweaks. A slightly 
lower ride height, camber 
changes fore and aft plus new 
anti roll bars, spring and 
damper modifications and 
lighter alloy wheels all add up 
to deliver a sublime experience 


for the discerning driver. 
Factor in the car’s already 
near-flawless steering and the 
ability to cover ground at a 
rapid pace while benefiting 
from the constant stream of 
feedback through the car’s 
helm and seat is hard to beat. 
And considering the cornering 
forces the car can generate, 
those seats are reassuringly 
snug and supportive. 

It’s true that the ride is a little 
firmer than a regular Cayman 
but we’re not talking GT3 RS 
firm here. Despite the lower 
ride height and various other 
changes, the Cayman R is still 
a car that can be confidently 
used every day.
